2. (Previously Presented) The reproducing apparatus as set forth in claim 1, 
wherein said picture processing means converts the component format of the 

index picture data. 

3. (Previously Presented) The reproducing apparatus as set forth in claim 1, 
wherein said picture processing means has a mono-chrome data generating 

source and adds mono-chrome data generated by the mono-chrome data generating source to 
the picture frame of the index picture data in a frame shape, 

4. (Previously Presented) The reproducing apparatus as set forth in claim 3, 
wherein said picture processing means adds the mono-chrome data to the 

picture frame of the index picture data so that pictures of different picture frame sizes are 
converted into pictures of the same picture frame size. 



5. (Previously Presented) The reproducing apparatus as set forth in claim 1,

10. (Previously Presented) The reproducing method as set forth in claim 9, 
wherein processing the index picture data includes converting the component
